cropslng fpRRlblc tho Japanese made a 
feint on Tatunfr Kau \vhlle the troops 
actually crossed nomo milen up 
the 


river near Tctmngdijon. 
Two com- 


panlea were first sent into Manchuria 
and unquestionably 
entrenched 
and 


immediately under the cover of their 
guns, reinforcements croaned. 
It ii» regarded as probable that when 


these troops are In sufficient numbers 
they will march along the Manchurian 
bank of the Trtlu In the direction of 
Antung, near where lies the road on 
which the advance can continue to 
Feng Kootip Tchnng. where the first 
determined stand of the Russians will 
be made.

Fred F. Halpin, eon of Mr. and Mrs. 


Stephen F. Halpin, of 30 I^igrange 
street, returned to his home last night 
after seeing: over three years' service 
as a marine in the Philippine Islands. 
While Mr. Halpln enjoyed his exper- 
iences In our new possessions he did 
not serve out his entire lerm or five 
years owing to Ihe fact that he con- 
tracted-malaria and received an hon- 
orable discharge, and he says that he 
docs not care about re-enlisting". 


To a representative of The Sun, Mr. 


Halpin said: "As you well know, ihere 
is a rainy and a dry season 
in 
the 
Philippines, the former season being 
very hard for people who are not ac- 
climated, but Ihe dry season Js very 
pleasant and while some people ihlnk 
that It ia very hot I did not mind the 
heat in the least, preferring the dry to 
the rainy aeaann. I would have served 
out my term of five years but for the 
fact thnt I was seized with malaria and 
afler. being In the hosplla] two months 
was sehl home. During my stay in 
the hospital .and my trip across the 
Pacific I pained so rapidly that I be- 
lieve I am now over the. had effects of 
the disease which carried off so many 
of our boys. My folks did not know 
that I was on my way home until 1 
entered the house last night. I plan- 
ned a little surprise for them, for I 
thought that If they knew I was coin- 
Ing home before my time was up they 
would fenr that I was sick. 


"I enlisted in the marine service In 
Lowell on Oct. 8, 1900; nnd after en- 
listing waa sent to Charlestown navy 
yard and from there to the Brooklyn 
barracks. J then railroaded across the 
states to San Francisco and took the 
boat for the 
Philippines, 
where 
I 


landed April 1901. I was a member of 
several companies from 
the time 
I 


struck the islands until I returned, but 
I was originally detailed to Co. A of the 
Seventh battalion of Ihe Uniled States 
Marine Corps. 
"The first year wns my hardest, as I 


/cached the islands during the rainy sea- 
son, which Is the time of the year when 
malaria is prevalent. Tho climate is all 
right when one grots accustomed to it, 
but it is very hard to got acclimated. 
During my stay in the Philippines 1 was 
on every island In tho possession :md 
found that the natives spoke very good 
TCnglish. "especially the children, who are 
being taught In the schools established 
by the government. Tim majority of the 
older natives are too lazy to think of 
learning the language nnrt do nothing hut 
uriuk and lounge around, there being 
about five saloons to every business house 
In the city of Manila. Manila la divided 
into Iwo cities, one bcint? known us The 
Wallet! city and the other ns New Manila. 
It is very hot there during the dry sea- 
son nnd the natives stay In doors during 
the greater part of the day, going out on 
Ihe streets at night. 


"The forces in the Islands have hern 


greatly reduced of late, .it tho present, 
lime thrre lv.ine about 130) marines and 
^5.000 regular troops there. 
The people 


as n majority. I found, are perfectly snt- 
snVJ with the United States government, 
)iit thrre is n turbulent class there and

SO SAY COTTON MANU- 


FACTURERS 


Annual Convention Was Held 


in Boston 


BOSTON, April 27—A discussion ot sub- 


jects of Interest and of value to the 
trade was arranged for the annual con- 
vention of the. Now England Cotton Man- 
ufacturers' association which opened here 
today for a two days' session. By Invi- 
tation uf President Henry Pritchett of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
the proceedings were held In ITuntlngton 
hall in one of the technology buildings. 
After tlio election of officers and the re- 
ports of secretary and treasurer. Presi- 
dent Pritchett. delivered an address of wel- 
come to the delegates. 


In his annual address as president oC 


the BflsociBtlon, Herbert E. Walmsley 
of New Bedford said that one of the 
moat pressing questions engaging the 
attention of the cotton world today 
was that of the development of the re- 
sources of the southern cotton belt. 
He held that it was essential to the 
interests of the United States, as a 
producer, manufacturer and exporter 
of cotton that the supply from our 
fields be increased and its cost reduced, 
so as to retain an enormous BOUT*.'*? of 
wealth to the country, lie expressed 
the opinion that the tradu will never 
l)e free from unduly high prices, spec- 
ulation 
and 
unsatisfactory" 
and 
harmful conditions, untl^ there is an 
ample supply of the 
raw 
material. 


Thin wafl the only possible cure for 
stagnation of trade and it would pre- 
vent, he said, to a great extent, the 
pernicious traffic of "cornering." 


Mr. Walmsley added that he thought 


that the result of the disastrous 
12 


months they had passed through with 
its ahortope of cotton and its specula- 
tive 
manipulation would 
ultimately 


prove a blessing In disguise for the en- 
tire manufacturing world. It was not 
unreasonable, he said, to anticipate a 
revival 
of 
trade 
at 
remunerative 


prices, nnd a return to a long period 
of prosperity. 
Speaking of the labor problem, 
the 


president stated that It might be a long 
time before a uniform working day 
was established In the United States, 
but when the necessity for it W.IB real- 
ized he said, it would inevitably come, 
lie pointed out thnt the margin of 
profit in cotton manufacturing was 
now sn small that such a difference 
as exists in the working hours in dif- 
ferent states, particularly between the 
north and south, won enough to com- 
pel a move to the states ot longer la- 
bor days or else a suspension of busi- 
ness altogether. 
Sneaking further of the labor prob- 


lem, Mr. Walmsley said that it would 
appear thnt relief may come through 
Immigration from southern Europe tor 
the development of the cotton fields. 
He suggested that the economic neces- 
sity might become so pressing as to 
Justify and even demand the importa- 
tion of some form of Asiatic labor, for 
instance the Japanese. 
The operatives, he said, "were the 


chief Bufferers from the lack of raw 
material nnd the situation had become 
Intolerable. 
Theodore H. Price of New York read 
a paiper u-pon "the cotton situation." 
Russell W. Baton of Brunswick. Me-, 
considered "the method of preparation 
for mill managers." Mr. Price, speak- 
ing of the alleged breach between the 
producers of cotton and the purchas- 
ers said that he did not believe any 
real antagonism existed. 
He believed 
that 
It was towards the speculator, 


rather than the producer, that the cor- 
rective 
short 
time 
or 
curtailment 


should be applied. He held that a fea- 
ture of the genera.! situation was that 
the American spinner is in a position 
to exert a tremendous power in re- 
straining immoderate speculation and 
In establishing a stability of values.
